PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill shall 
be received by the House after the first 10 
days of each Session, nor may any Private 
Bill be presented to the House after the first 
three weeks of each Session, nor may any 
report of any Standing or Select Committee 
upon a Private Bill be received after the first 
four weeks of each Session, and no motion 
for the suspension or modification of this 
Standing Order shall be entertained by the 
House until the same has been reported on 
by the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to the 
House. And if this rule shall be suspended 
or modified as aforesaid, the promoters of 
any Private Bill which is presented after the 
time hereinbefore limited, or for which the 
petition has been received after the time 
hereinbefore limited, shall in either case pay 
double the fees required in respect of such 
Bill by this rule, unless the House shall 
order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the Clerk 
of the House, eight clear days before the 
opening of the Session. 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be presented 

to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, with 
publication proved by a statutory 
declaration of affidavit to the satis- 
faction of the Clerk of the House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill and 
petition the applicant shall also pay to the 
Clerk of the House the sum of $300. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the Clerk 
of the House at least eight clear days before 
the opening of the Session or if the petition 
has not been presented to the House within 
the first 10 days of the Session, the amount 
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to be paid to the Clerk shall be $600. If the 
Bill shall not pass second reading, one-half 
of the fees shall be returned. 


_ 100. (1) All applications to the Legisla- 
tive Assembly for Private Bills of any nature 
whatsoever shall require the publication of a 
notice clearly and distinctly specifying the 
nature and object of the application, and 
when the application refers to any proposed 
work, indicating sufficiently the location of 
the work, to be signed by or on behalf of the 
applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in The 
British Columbia Gazette and once a week 
in one leading daily newspaper freely cir- 
culating in all parts of the Province. The 
notice in such newspaper to appear on 
Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such a 
nature that it may particularly affect one or 
more electoral districts, the notice shall fur- 
thermore be published once a week if possi- 
ble in some newspaper in every electoral 
district affected, or if there be no newspaper 
published therein, then in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the electoral district nearest 
thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of four 
weeks during the interval of time between 
the close of the next preceding Session and 
the consideration of the petition. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent or 
attorney in fact shall be accompanied by the 
authority of such agent or attorney in fact, 
and the petition shall not be deemed to be 
filed with the Clerk until this is done. 


102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the erec- 
tion of a toll bridge is received by the House, 
the person or persons intending to petition 
for such Bill shall, upon giving the notice 
prescribed by Standing Order 100, also at 
the same time and in the same manner give 
notice of the rates which they intend to ask, 
the extent of the privilege, the height of the 
arches, the interval between the abutments 
or piers for the passage of rafts or vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of in- 
corporation shall be so framed as to incorpo- 
rate by reference to the causes of the general 
Acts relating to the details to be provided for 
by such Bills: Special grounds shall be es- 
tablished for any proposed departure from 
this principle, or for the introduction of 
other provisions as to such details, and a 
note shall be appended to the Bill indicating 
the provisions thereof in which the general 
Act is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense be- 
fore any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance with 
the model Bill (copies of model Bills may be 
obtained from the Clerk of the House). Any 
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provisions contained in any such Bill which 
are not in accord with the model Bill shall be 
inserted between brackets or underlined, 
and shall be so printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill shall 
be clearly specified in the notice of applica- 
tion for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, on good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 10 
¥s inches by 7/2 inches. There shall be a 
marginal number every fifth line of each 
page; the numbering of the lines is not to run 
on through the Bill, but lines of each page 
are to be numbered separately. Three hun- 
dred copies of each Bill shall be deposited 
with the Clerk of the House immediately 
before the first reading. If amendments are 
made to any Bill during its progress before 
the Committee on Private Bills, or through 
the House, such Bill shall be reprinted by 
the promoters. 


In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 men- 
tioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on the 
capital of the company are payable at the 
same time.

REGULATIONS 


The Massage Practitioners Section of the 
Association of Physiotherapists and Mas- 
sage Practitioners of British Columbia 
makes the following regulations: 


Part A—ADMINISTRATION 


Article 1—Interpretation 
“Act”? means the Physiotherapists Act; 


“‘Association”’ means the Association of 
Physiotherapists and Massage Practitioners 
of British Columbia incorporated under the 
Act. 

‘“‘Board”’ means the Executive Officers of 
the Section. 

“Council”? means the Council of Physi- 
otherapists and Massage Practitioners con- 
stituted under the Act. 


‘‘Member”’ means a person whose name 
is entered in the Massage Practitioners Sec- 
tion of the Register. 


‘‘Section”’ means Part III or the Massage 
Practitioners Section of the Association. 


Article 2—The Board 


The Board shall consist of the President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, or 
Secretary-Treasurer, 3 Council representa- 
tives and one member at large. The Past 
President may also act on the Board at the 
request of the Board. 


Article 3—Term of Office 


3.1 The term of office for all Board 
members shall be 2 years commencing on 
the first day of the month following elec- 
tion; provided, however, that no one person 
shall hold office for more than 2 consecutive 
terms. 


3.2 The Council representatives shall 
serve on the Board for the same term as they 
serve on the Council. 


Article 4—Elections 


4.1 Election of board members and 
council representatives shall take place from 
among the members each year during the 
annual general meeting. 


4.2 In the event a board member 
ceases to act for any reason the Board shall 
appoint a member as a replacement for the 
balance of her term. 


Article 5—Duties of Officers 


5.1 The officers shall select one of their 
number to act as chairperson at all meetings 
of the section. 


5.2 The members of the Section shall 
elect a secretary to carry on the business of 
the Section and a treasurer to handle the 
funds of the Section, or a secretary-treasurer 
to carry out the duties of both offices, and 
the section membership may decide 
whether the office is to be honorary or paid 
out of the funds. 

5.3 The secretary shall keep a register 
of members of the Section and only regis- 
tered persons are entitled to vote. 

5.4 A copy of these regulations shall be 
entered in the register. 

5.5 The secretary shall keep a record of 
all meetings of the section members, con- 
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duct correspondence and, at each meeting, 
read the minutes of the previous meeting, 
which shall be signed by both herself and 
the chairperson after approval. 

5.6 The treasurer or the secretary-trea- 
surer, as the case may be, shall receive all 
moneys paid to Part If by Council and de- 
posit them in a chartered bank or credit 
union to the credit of the Section, sign all 
cheques jointly with the president, and 
make a detailed report of the property and 
the finances of the Section at the annual 
meeting. 

Article 6—Meetings 

6.1 The Board shall meet no less than 6 
times annually and 5 members shall con- 
stitute a quorum. If a quorum is not present 
after the expiration of 30 minutes from the 
time fixed for the meeting, the Board mem- 
bers present may adjourn the meeting and 
fix the time and place of such adjourned 
meeting. 

6.2 Special meetings of the Board may 
be called by the President or by any 3 board 
members. Only the business specified in the 
Notice of Special Meetings shall be dealt 
with at such meetings except with the con- 
sent of all the board members. 

6.3 The locale of the meeting shall be 
fixed by the president or the Board. 

6.4 A resolution in writing signed by all 
board members shall be as valid and effec- 
tual as if it had been passed at a meeting of 
the Board duly called and constituted. 


Article 7—General Membership 
Meetings 


7.1 There shall be at least one general 
meeting annually and it shall be held in 
March. 


7.2 A meeting of the members of a sec- 
tion may be held from time to time on the 
call of the officers or on a written request of 
25% of the members. 


7.3 Voting shall be by secret ballot if so 
requested by a motion of a majority of the 
members and otherwise as determined by 
the Board. Voting may be by proxy. A proxy 
vote shall be in a form stipulated by the 
president of the Section and must be ob- 
tained from the president of the Section at 
least 10 days prior to the meeting for which 
it is intended to be used. The proxy shall be 
signed by the member and shall specify by 
name the member who will be exercising it 
at the meeting. 


7.4 All procedural rules of the Section 
shall be as set out in the Roberts Rules of 
Order, revised. 


7.5 The secretary shall mail to each 
member of the Section at her registered ad- 
dress, at least 14 days prior to a meeting, a 
notice stating the time, place and objects of 
that meeting. 


Article 8—Committees 


8.1 The Board may appoint at the an- 
nual general meeting the following standing 
committees: 

(a) Discipline Committee 

(b) Legislative Committee 

(c) Education Committee 


8.2 A committee shall have such 
powers and duties as delegated by the Board 
and authorized by the Act. 

Article 9—Records 

9.1 A member shall keep a record of all 
services provided to any client. 

9.2. A member shall keep the records 
required under Article 9.1 in a systematic 
manner and shall retain such records for a 
period of at least 5 years from the date of the 
last entry in the record. 

9.3 A member shall make such records 
kept pursuant to Article 9.1 as well as 
books, reports and things relevant thereto 
available at reasonable hours for inspection 
by a person appointed for that purpose. 

9.4 Upon the death of a member, the 
secretary of the Section shall attempt, as 
soon as she is notified thereof, to ensure that 
the records of the deceased practitioner are 
stored appropriately for the required length 
of time as specified under Article 9.2. 

Article 10—Code of Ethics 

A Code of Ethics will be made available 
to the general membership of Part III and 
issued to all new members upon registra- 
tion. A breach of the Code of Ethics may be 
considered unprofessional conduct and may 
be subject to disciplinary procedures. A 
Code of Ethics is attached as Schedule A. 


Article 11—Policies 
The Board may write policies relating to 


standards of practice and other areas of pro- 
fessional conduct as deemed necessary. 


PART B—FINANCE 
Article 1—Records 

The Board shall keep proper records and 
accounts of all its transactions. 


Article 2—Investments 


2.1 The Board may invest and disburse 
Section funds which shall be devoted and 
applied solely to the promoting and carry- 
ing-out of the objectives of the Section. The 
choice of investment securities shall be by a 
two-thirds majority of board members pres- 
ent at a meeting convened with the subject 
“investments” on the agenda, but shall be 
as allowed in the Society Act and the Se- 
curities Act; or 

The officers shall manage and dispose of 
all moneys and funds received by the Sec- 
tion 

(a) for the regulation of the practice of 

massage in the Province of British 
Columbia and its advancement and 
betterment; and 

(b) for the payment of all costs, charges 

and expenses properly incurred in 
managing the affairs of the Section. 


Article 3—Signing Officers 
3.1 The President and Treasurer shall 
be signing officers. One further signing of- 
ficer shall be elected by the Board an te) 


authorized officers shall be required w .1gn 
each disbursement. 


Article 4—Annual Statement 


4.1 Anannual financial statement shall 
be prepared and signed by a member ap- 


pointed by the Board for that purpose and 
shall be mailed to each member before the 
date of the annual general meeting where it 
shall be presented as an item on the agenda 
of the annual general meeting. 

Parr C—DISCIPLINE 

Article 1—Complaint 

1.1. Acomplaint against a member shall 
be in writing directed to the president. 

1.2 Upon receipt of a complaint, the 
president, or in her absence the vice-presi- 
dent, shall refer the complaint to the Board 
within 5 days. The Board may decide upon 
its validity and whether it is of a nature 
which may be handled in a summary man- 
ner or whether it is of a more serious nature 
requiring further investigation, with a writ- 
ten explanation by the respondent. 

1.3. If in the opinion of the Board the 
matter is one which may be handled in a 
summary manner, the Board or a member 
appointed by the Board may enquire of the 
respondent by telephone, letter or in person 
to determine the validity of the complaint 
and to ensure, if necessary, that the matter is 
resolved or that the complaint is advised that 
it does not come within the jurisdiction of 
the Board. If the Board or board member 
cannot agree that the matter can be so con- 
cluded, the Board shall refer the file to the 
Discipline Committee. 


1.4 The Board or member appointed by 
the Board in dealing with the complaint 
summarily may require the member to sat- 
isfy the Board that the complaint has been 
rectified. 


1.5 In matters other than those which 
may be resolved summarily, the Discipline 
Committee may make inquiries as are nec- 
essary and shall send a copy of the letter of 
complaint to the respondent for reply. 


1.6 The letter of complaint shall be sent 
to the respondent by return registered mail 
requiring a reply within 10 days. If no reply 
is received the Board or person appointed by 
the Board may make such further inquiry 
and may grant an extension of time to file a 
reply. Where there is no reply, or request for 
an extension of time or any extension 
granted, disciplinary procedures for failure 
to reply may also be commenced. 


1.7 Where a reply is received by the 
Board or person appointed by the Board 
may deal with the matter summarily or refer 
it to the Discipline Committee. 


1.8 Where a reply is received and the 
matter appears to be one which may be dealt 
with summarily by the Board, a copy of the 
respondent’s letter may be sent to the com- 
plainant with a covering letter advising of 
the intended disposition. 


1.9 Where a reply is received and the 
matter is dealt with summarily, the Board 
may require proof that the issue has been 
resolved satisfactorily and shall inform the 
complainant of the resolution. 


1.10 If in the opinion of the Board or 
member so designated the complaint merits 
consideration but is not of sufficient serious- 
ness to warrant a formal hearing the Board 
may require the respondent to appear pri- 
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vately, without citation, before the Board 
for the purpose of reviewing the complaint. 

1.11 Where in the opinion of the Board 
or person so designated the complaint is 
sufficiently in dispute or of a sufficiently 
serious nature, a citation may be issued 
against the respondent. 


Part D—GENERAL 
Article 1—Termination of Practice 

1.1 A member who is terminating her 
practice must inform the president prior to 
the termination of the proposed disposition 
of all files and records pertaining to any 
clients treated by the member in any non- 
constitutional practice. 


Article 2—The Citation 


2.1 The citation shall be drawn by the 
president or vice-president. 

2.2 Acopy of these regulations respect- 
ing the procedure to be followed at the hear- 
ing of a citation shall accompany the citation 
and the respondent shall be advised that the 
respondent’s appearance before the Com- 
mittee may be the sole opportunity to pres- 
ent evidence and call witnesses. 


2.3 The citation shall state the nature of 
the conduct or competence, or both, to be 
inquired into. 

Article 3—Discipline Committee 

3.1 The Discipline Committee shall 
consist of a Chairperson, being a member of 
the Board who shall be appointed by the 
Board annually, and not less than 3 mem- 
bers of Part III appointed by the Chairperson 
for each case. 

3.2 A quorum of the committee is 
three. 


3.3. The Board may act as the Disci- 
pline Committee and while so acting is sub- 
ject to all rules and procedures set out 
herein. 

3.4 The Discipline Committee shall 
consider a written citation referred to it by 
the president or vice-president. The Board 
may also on its own motion inquire into and 
determine any matter of complaint against a 
member of the Section where it is alleged, or 
the Board has reasonable grounds for be- 
lieving, that the member has been guilty of 

(a) an offence against the Act or regula- 

tion made thereunder; or 

(b) professional incompetence, negli- 

gence, misconduct, or conduct un- 
becoming a massage practitioner; or 

(c) the member is alleged to be incapable 

or unfit to practise massage thereapy 
or is alleged to be suffering from an 
ailment either organic or mental 
which could constitute a danger to 
the public. 

3.5 After receiving a complaint from 
the Board the Discipline Committee may 
make a preliminary investigation and may 
conduct hearings concerning the conduct of 
a member. The Committee shall investigate 
where a citation has been issued. 

3.6 For the purpose of making pre- 
liminary investigations hereunder a member 
or investigator authorized by the Discipline 


Committee may examine and copy books, 
records and documents of a member, relat- 
ing in the opinion of the Committee to the 
investigation. 


3.7 Where a citation has been issued 
the Committee shall hold a hearing and shall 
send by registered mail to the respondent at 
her latest address shown on the Register a 
notice of the hearing and a copy of the cita- 
tion. Such notice shall indicate 

(a) the nature of the evidence in support 

thereof; and 

(b) the date, time and place of the hear- 

ing. 

3.8 The Committee shall allow at least 
14 days between the date of sending the 
notice and the date fixed for the hearing. 


3.9 Pending the conclusion of the hear- 
ing, and upon a two-thirds vote of the 
Board, the Board may recommend to the 
Council the temporary suspension of the 
respondent from practice. 

3.10 Where a citation has been issued 
and a hearing set the respondent may appear 
and answer thereto personally or with coun- 
sel. 


Article 4—Hearing 


4.1 The Discipline Committee may, if 
it is satisfied that the respondent was prop- 
erly served with notice of the hearing, pro- 
ceed with the hearing in the absence of the 
respondent. 


4.2 The Chairperson of the Committee 
shall in the absence of a quorum from time 
to time in the presence of the respondent or 
in the respondent’s absence, pursuant to 4. 1 
above, adjourn the hearing to a time and 
place certain. Any application for adjourn- 
ment by the respondent before the return 
day appointed in the citation shall be made 
in writing and be received by the Chairper- 
son of the Committee not less than 48 hours 
before the time set for hearing. Upon being 
advised of the receipt of an application for 
adjournment the Chairperson of the Com- 
mittee shall determine whether the adjourn- 
ment is to be granted or denied in advance of 
the attendance of the parties. 


4.3 The respondent or her counsel and 
the Chairperson of the Discipline Commit- 
tee may agree upon facts to be presented to 
the Committee. The agreement shall be in 
writing and signed by both the Chairperson 
of the Committee and the respondent or her 
counsel. If all the facts are not agreed upon 
the Committee shall conduct such inquiries 
as it considers necessary to enable it to reach 
a finding or findings as to the facts. 

4.4 The evidence of witnesses shall be 
taken under oath and as provided in the 
British Columbia Evidence Act. 

4.5 Any member of the Committee may 
administer oaths to witnesses. 

4.6 The hearing shall be recorded by 
tape recording by a person appointed for 
that purpose unless the respondent requests 
and pays for a verbatim recording. 

4.7 Atthe hearing the respondent is en- 
titled to hear the evidence against her and to 
cross examine thereon and to call witnesses 
on her behalf and to present argument. 


4.8 The Committee shall also have the 
right to call evidence and to cross examine 
thereon, to call witnesses and to present 
argument. 


Article 5—Report of the Discipline 
Committee 

5.1 The Committee shall, immediately 
on completion of the hearing and reaching a 
decision, report in writing to the Board its 
findings and its recommendations as the 
Committee or majority thereof may con- 
sider advisable. 

5.2 The Board shall meet no later than 
21 days after receipt of the report from the 
Committee and upon considering the rec- 
ommendations of the Committee the Board 
shall inform the respondent in writing by 
registered mail and the complainant if any, 
within one week that 


(a) the respondent is exonerated; or 

(b) the respondent has been found guilty 
as alleged or incapable or unfit as 
alleged. 


Article 6—Imposition of Discipline 
6.1 Where the Board has found the re- 
spondent guilty of misconduct or unethical 
practice it may on a resolution passed by not 
less than 5 of its members present and voting 
on the resolution at a meeting duly con- 
vened therefor: 

(a) reprimand the respondent; 

(b) require the respondent to pay a 
penalty to the Board of up to $500 for 
a first offence, and up to $2,000 for 
each repeated offence; 

(c) order the respondent to pay all or part 
of the costs set out in 6.4 of this 
Article; 

(d) recommend to the Council of the As- 
sociation of Physiotherapists and 
Massage Practitioners the suspension 
or cancellation of the respondent's 
registration and privileges as granted 
under the Act. 


6.2 The Board shall, where a member 
has been found guilty, publish to the mem- 
bership the nature and particulars of the 
charge as proven, its decision in respect 
thereto and the disciplinary action, penal- 
ties, punishment and costs imposed. All 
penalties and punishments shall be entered 
on the respondent’s record in the Associa- 
tion’s file together with a record of the pro- 
ceedings. 

6.3 Any breach of any condition im- 
posed by way of penalty or imposed upon 
reinstatement after suspension of registra- 
tion privileges, shall result in a citation to 
the member and the Board may recommend 
to Council that the member be suspended. 

6.4 The costs referred to in 6.1 (c) of 
this Article are 

(a) the cost of any portion of any audit; 

(b) a recorder’s fees for attendance; 

(c) costs of transcripts; 

(d) cost of mailing to the members; 

(ec) costs of advertising; 

(f) costs of the hearing per half day or 

part thereof; 

(g) costs of committee member. 
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SCHEDULE A 
Massage Practitioners Section 


CODE OF ETHICS 
1. Members of the Section shall practise their 
profession in accordance with recognized ethics, and 
the Section may take disciplinary action for infrac- 
tions of or departures from those ethics.

9. A member shall refer a patient to a qualified 
member of the health care profession when the mem- 
ber recognizes a condition which requires further 
examination or treatment. 


10. A member shall co-operate with other health 
care professionals. 


11. A member shall not practise massage while 
his ability to practise is impaired. 

12. A massage practitioner shall not offer to guar- 
antee a cure or misrepresent the therapeutic value of 
any treatment or equipment verbally, by advertising 
or otherwise. 


13. A member shall not practise massage in a 
situation where a conflict of interests may arise. 


14. A member shall not act in a manner which 
jeopardizes the professional image of a massage 
practitioner. 

15. A member shall not use his title as a massage 
practitioner to endorse a product or participate in 
advertising. 

Treatments 

16. A member shall obtain adequate and appro- 
priate medical information concerning clients prior 
to commencing treatment. 


17. A member shali not refuse to treat a client 
properly referred unless 

(a) there is a loss of the client’s confidence in the 

practitioner; ; 

(b) there is incompatibility of character; 

(c) there is incitement by the client to perform 
illegal, unfair or fraudulent acts; 
the client’s condition at the time renders the 
treatment unsafe or unnecessary; 
the proposed treatment or procedure is unsafe 
or nonbeneficial; 
(f) there is a conflict of interest to the client.

18. A member shall keep records in respect of 
each client including 

(a) name and address; 

(b) the name of the medical practitioner where a 
client is referred; 

(c) the case history, findings obtained, treatment 
provided, and instructions given; 

(d) regular progress reports and copy of reports 
received from other sources or issued to other 
sources; 


(e) a record of each date on which the client is 
seen; 

(f) such statistical or other information with re 
spect to client care required by law or any 
government agency. 

19. A member shall not falsify any part of a 

client’s record. 

20. A member shall not sign or issue a certificate, 

report or similar document that contains false or 
misleading statements. 


21. All client information shall be kept con- 
fidential except as expressly provided for in the Reg- 
ulations and Code of Ethics. 

22. Amember shall not give out information con- 
cerning a client’s condition or professional services 
provided except 

(a) to the referring physician; 

(b) as required by law; 

(c) where consented to in writing by the client. 

Advertising and Practice Standards 

23. All advertising, including business cards, 
shall consist solely of the member’s name, appropri- 
ate title and designation, address and phone number. 


24. All printed or radio advertising, except stand- 
ard business cards, shall first be submitted to the 
officers of the section, who may either grant or refuse 
permission for publication. 

25. All published articles, interviews, or media 
coverage must clearly state that opinions expressed 
are those of the individual member only and do not 
represent the Section or the Association, unless au- 
thorized by the Section or the Association.
